THE OHIO DELEGATES. 


Mniiy of Them In Favor of tho Indorse- 


ment of the Democratic Candidates and 
Platform by the Popnll«t Convention. 
COI.UMBUS, O., July 30.—Many of the 


delegates from Ohio to thc national 
convention of the populists were in the 
city Sunday night en route to St. Louis. 
They left Monday morning, going over 
the "Big Four" route. A large aiajor- 
itv of the delegation is in favor of 
the indorsement of the 
democratic 


candidates and platforrii. 
The leaders 


of the party in the state and the edi- 
tors of the organs are strongly opposed 
to it Many of the editors are dele- 
gates to the St. Louis convention and 
will join the leaders in the fight against 
fusion. 


ST. Louis, July 20.—The situation 


Sunday night was Kryau and anti- 
Bryan. More strictly speaking it is 
Bryan as against some members of the 
populist party yet to be named. 


At the present writing not more than 


300 of the 1,300 delegates to the popu- 
list 
convention have 
arrived, and 


these are individual members who 
constitute 
the 
advance guard of 


a number of delegations from 
the 


south and west. J.t is yet too early to 
predict with reasonable certainty what 
decision the convention may reach, but 
from thc surface indications it would 
appear that the sentiment 'or B^aii 
will be very strong, if indeed, his 
friends do not have a majority when 
the roll is called. 


The leaders so far as they have ar- 


rived, are divided in their preferences. 
Some are enthusiastic in his support. 
Among these are Gen. J. B. Weaver, of 
Iowa, who made thc race for the presi- 
dency on the populist ticket four years 
ago. 
Others—and among these are 


filr. Taubeneck, the chairman of the 
national committee—impationtly repu- 
diate the suggestion of Bryan's name 
and assert that his nomination would 
fall like a wet blanket upon the party. 


There was talk Sunday of a bolt if 


Bryan be nominated. Bolting or what 
is tantamount to bolting,-.seems to have 
become the fashion in this campaign. 
Whom they would select in these cir- 
cumstances they do not say. 
They do 


not hesitate to say, however, that a 
bolt would lose to the silverites tho 
electorial votes of Kentucky, Tennes- 
see, Alabama and Florida, and cer- 
tainly result in the election of McKin- 
ley. 


This is the threat that ma3' be held 


over thc heads of the party brethren, 
but with what success can only be con- 
jectured. 
Thero is but one thing the 


anti-Bryan men fear—that is a possi- 
bility that some one may make a ring-

that the sentiment for Bryan among 
their colleagues was generally favor- 
able while the delegates from Kansas, 
Oklahoma, 
Maryland, Pennsylvania, 


Nevada and the District of Columbia 
asserted that their delegates would 
vote as a unit for the democratic candi- 
date. Another meeting will be hcld at 
9 o'clock Monday morning, at which a 
definite program will be agreed upon. 
Sunday night's meeti ng was presided 
over by Gen. Weaver, of Iowa-

There will be a meeting 
of the executive committee Saturday 
afternoon at which the temporary or- 
ganization -will be decided upon and 
the matter of candidates will be taken 
up, but it is not likely that any state- 
ment of the decision of the committee 
•will be made public. 


Chairman Taubenek returned from 


Chicago Saturday morning. It is com- 
mon report here that his visit to Chi- 
cago was mainly to confer with How- 
ard Taylor relative to the stand to be 
taken by the Illinois delegation on the 
work of the Chicago convention. Ser- 


geaut-at-Arms McDowell said Saturday 
morning that if his information was 
correct, the delegations from Illinois, 
Indiana and Ohio would all vote against 
Bryan and Sewall at the populist con- 
vention this week. 


Tho national silver convention will 


be held in the Grand Music hall at the 
exposition building next Wednesday.

lar which is as kind to the man who 
produces wealth as to the man who 
holds fixed investments; a dollar that 
smiles upon a man who owes a debt 
jnst as much as it does upon the man 
who holds a mortgage.

plause. ) I tell you that a dollar that 
rises in value is a dangerous dollar, a 
dollar which reaps where it does not 
sow, which gives to its possessor an 
unearned increment, which is taken 
out of the sweat and blood of those 
who toil, and if a man who owns a 
dollar desires that sort of a dollar, he 
forgets the equities of the case. I beg 
you to remember your responsibility as 
citizens. 
We come not to you appeal- 


ing for your votes. They are your 
own.

To Pay Off Temporary Loan*—Present 


Indebtedness 
£73,000—FI»o» 
to 


Wipe It Out by the Above Date. 


According to the present plans of the 


county commissioners Scioto county 
should be entirely free from debt in 
1902. 
Unless something which cannot 


now 
be predicted 
should occur to 


change their.plans, by cansingTfan un- 
usual expenditure, 
the county will 


start that year without a dollar of in- 
debtedness. 
The present indebtedness 


amounts to £73,000. 
Of this sum 


§23,000 is in temporary loans, money 
borrowed by the county on notes for a 
short time. 
This is nearly all due 


now. 
The commissioners today made 


arrangements to borrow §20,000 from 
the First National bank to take up 
these temporary loans. The §20,000 
will bear 5?.s' per cent, interest and 
will fall due as follows: §5,000 Jan.. 
1. 16&7; $5.000 July 1, 1S07; §5,000 
Jan. 1, 1898; 53,000 July 1, 1808. It 
is expected that the levy will realize 
this amount without any farther tem- 
porary loans. This deficiency is en- 
tirely in the conuty fund, from which 
the running expenses of the county ars 
paid. 
No money has been borrowed 


for this fund, 
however, in the past 


year. 


The other indebtedness of the county 


is .*50,000 of turnpike bonds. 
This 


entire amount falls due January, 1, 
1897, when bonds to that anionnt will 
be issued to take these up. 
These will 


be short time bonds and the last of 
them will be dne in 1901 or 1002. It 
is expected to so arrange the levy that 
they can be paid off when due, and no 
more bonds will bo issued to pay them. 
This is tho plan the commissioners now 
have in mind, bufc of^ course a large 
decrease of the duplicate or an unex- 
pected increase in expenditures may 
render the plan impracticable.

Oh rora Sherlock Homes to Rid 


Us of This Dynamiter. 


Keg or Powder Exploded in me Portal of 


me Second Presbyterian Churcrj. 


The Powder Fiend Lays in a New Sup- 


ply of Explosive. 


Fourth Attempt Within Three Weeks— 


Suspect Lloyd ItBlenued—Unsucceusful

Powder Stolen Last Sight, 
A 


The red-handed anarchistic dyna- 


miter who has boon working his own 
free will in his attempts to destroy 
property, got in his most destructive 
piece of work thus far last Saturday 
night: 
A keg of powder and a few 


sticks of dynamite were recklessly ex- 
ploded in the portal of the Second Pres- 
byterian church, corner of Eighth ami 
North Waller streets. One would think 
this beautiful edifice, scoured by fire 
and visited by other unfortunate dis- 
ruptive forces might have been spared 
by the midnight communist. 
That 


four partly successful attempts to blow 
up buildings in this city should bo 
made within the' last three weeks is 
cause-for much alarm, and that the per- 
petrators of all these acts of destruction 
and violence should continue to work 
their nefarious plots at pleasure with- 
out molestation does not reflect much 
credit on our police system. 
The 


officers are awake now and on the alert. 
They are making an honest effort, as 
weli as they know how, to run down 
the crazy miscreant. 
Meanwhile the 


city is at his mercy and awaits expect- 
antly the destruction of any of the 


the can. The paper was torn off, but 
the dyuamito ha'd failed to go. 
An ex- 


amination of the doors and -windows 
showed that no attempt bad been 
made to got inside the building with 
the explosives. 


In casting about for somebody to 


place under arrest, the police picked on 
a young fellow named William Lloyd. 
He was one of the first to arrive at the 
church after the explosion and was 
very active about tho place. 
He was 


over officious with information, and it 
was concluded to take him in custody 
awaiting further investigation. Ho was 
locked up at the station house and 
held until today noon, when he was 
released. 


Those who know Lloyd and his ways 


do not believe him guilty. 
He is al- 


ways talking a great deal. 
He came 


here from Chillicothe last winter and 
worked in the Drew-Selby shoe factory 
for awhile. 
Lately he has been taking 


orders for shoes about town for tho 
Warner, Shirk & Warner factory. 
Ho 


loafs about the saloons a great deal and 
is always blowing about himself. 
He 


is only 21 years old and resides with 
his parents at 137 Fifteenth street. 
In 


appearance he is tall, light coiiiplcction 
and weighs about 135 pounds. 


The police claim to have had him 


under surveillance for several days and 
were spotting him Saturday night. 
Ever since tho first attempt to blow up 
the school building, he has beseiged the 
mayor's office importuning to be em- 
ployed as detective to work up tho case. 
He has a badge from some Indianapolis 
detective agency. 


The officers claim to have 
had 


him Tiuder-their eye Saturday evening 
until after eleven- o'clock. He attended 
the show on the old fair grounds, after 
which he went down to Jake Laubley's 
saloon on Gallia street. From there 
he went to Jim Halls' saloon on 
Twelfth street with Olel. Stevenson, a 
painter. 
It was in Hall's saloon that 


the officers last saw him, an hour or so 
before the explosion. 
Mike Held, of 


229JEast Twelfth street, says he met 


on watch for several nights to come. 
Extra watchmen have been placed in 
nil the factories and mills. 
Everybody 


is on 'the alert , and well they may 'jo, 
for tho crank will most surely continue 
to blow buildings until safely placed 
behind prison bars. 


THIS IS REALLY ALARMING., 
It was discovered this morning that 


tho powder house of Richardson, Nou- 
dorfer & Silcox;, out the Chillicothe 
pike, was broken into last night and 
four more twenty-five pound kegs of 
rifle powder stolen. This is enough to 
blow up any building in tho city. 
Marshal Watkius began investigations 
in another direction this morning and 
is about the busiest man in Portsmouth 
just now. 
Ho is keeping his own 


counsel and is not giving out any in- 
formation to tho public. 
" We have somo now clues and are 


doing our best to find out who is caus- 
ing all this mischief," said the mar- 
shal to a Times man. " I am not giv- 
ing out anything for publication. 
Tho 


mayor will swear in a number of extra 
watohmeii tonight, and they will bo 
detailed to do duty all over the city, 
and the fellow who next trios to wreck 
a building will not escape quite so easy. 
There is no occasion for any alarm. 
In time we shall know who has boon 
causing us all this anxioy and worry. " 


If the powder stolon from tho pow- 


der house last night has beou recov- 
ered, nobody knows anything about it 
but the police, and they aro mum. 
There was no dynamite taken this time.

The attempt to blow up the Second 


Presbyterian church was made Satur- 
day night. The explosion a few min- 
utes before midnight was heard all 
over the city. 
Many thought a boiler 


had let go at the Burgess, and it was. 
only a few minutes after the report be- 
fore the streets were filled with people, 
anxiously questioning 
one 
anotner 


what it all meant.. It was soon de- 
termined that the explosion was in the 
upper end of town, and it was not long 
before a crowd of two hundred or more 
had gathered about the church. 
The 


smoke was so dense that it was several 
minutes before anyone could see what 
damage was wrought. 
Officer HcFar- 


land, of the Sixth ward, was standing 
on the corner of Tenth and North Wal- 
ler at the time of the explosion. 
He 


was about the first man to arrive at 
the scene. 
Henry Winter, son of Ohas. 


Winter, the shoeman, who lives almost 
directly across the street from the 
church, was the next to arrive on the 
spot. Neither saw anyone about the 
church. 
A big crowd soon collected, 


coming from all directions. 


It did not take long to find out the 


cause of the explosion. 
A shattered 


powder can and several unexploded 
sticks of dynamite were picked up in 
front of the entrance to the Sunday 
school room. 
There is a court space of 


some twenty feet square in front of this 
door and between the two wings of the 
building facing Eighth street. 
The 


niche to the east side of the door is 
about three feet square. 
No more suit- 


able place could be selected to place 
the explosives.' Had the powder been 
properly placed and confined in this 
niche, the force would have been suffi- 
cient to blow a hole in the foundation 
and wreck the walls. The loose pow- 
der exploding above ground produced a 
powerful concussion, breaking the glass 
in fourteen windows opening in the 
enclosed conrt-way and cracking the 
heavy cathedral glass in two windows 
on the east side of the building. 
The 


cornice of the door was moved out of 
place an inch or so, and a small area 
of plastering knocked off inside the 
vestibule. 
Tho damage to the build- 


ing will not exceed §250. 
Services 


were held in the church yesterday as 
usual, the windows being covered over 
immediately with muslin. 
Collections 


amounting to $270.75 were taken np at 
the morning service to defray the ex- 
penses of repairs. 


The officers at once began active 


search to find out the party who had 
placed the powder 
and 
dynamite. 


There was no clue or trace about the 
premises on which to work. 
The pow- 


der was in a green rifle powder can, 
holding 12% pounds. 
Two sticks of 


dynamite six inches or more in length 
were picked np a few feet away from 


Lloyd and Stevenson at Hall's, and 
after taking a few drinks, the three 
started down Twelfth street. 
As they 


reached 
the corner of Twelfth 
and 


North Waller they heard the explosion, 
and all three started in opposite direc- 
tions. He went around by John street 
and followed the crowd up Eighth to 
the church. He never saw Lloyd after 
leaving him on the corner. 


Immediately after tho explosion, a 


daughter of Mr. Winter's, looking out 
of a widow, in full view of the church, 
saw a man run from the opposite side 
of the street and go down through the 
Robinson property 
toward 
Gallia. 


Other people also claim to have met a 
man going down Gallia street soon 
after the explosion. 
He was not rec- 


ognized. 


The absence of any known motive 


makes work for the police particularly 
puzzling. 
There seems to be only one 


theory. 
Some one has gone crazy and 


is trying to imitate the example of 
some anarchistic fiend he has read of. 
It is believed that-the powder used in 
all these explosions is part of that 
stolen from the powder house of Rich- 
ardson, Silcox & Neudorfer, which was 
robbed about five weeks ago. The thief 
has never been apperhneded. Part of 
the powder was found hidden in a 
blackberry thicket out the Chillicothe 
pike. 
On July 2nd the first attempt 


was made by the unkown 
dynamiter 


to blow np the power house of the 
Street Railroad and Electric 
Light 


company. 
A very clumsy dynamite 


apparatus was used, and the result 
must have been, a sore disappointment 
to the dynamiter. 
His next work was 


at the Offnere street school building 
July 10th. 
A bottle of powder, with 


an old piece of quilt used for a fuse, 
were found the next morning by the 
janitor. Two nights later a fruit jar 
of powder was successfully exploded 
in the window of the school house, 
damaging tho building slightly. On 
none of these occasions was there any- 
one detected or arrested. 
The police 


did not know who to snspect, and just 
as they were beginning to declare the 
whole thing a hoax,'comes the desper- 
ate and well nigh successful attempt at 
destruction of the Second Presbyterian 
church. 


The most intense excitement pre-
